MEXICO, Mo., Oct. 13— 
United States Senator Stuart 
Symington last night denounced 
the “silent curtain of bureau- 
cratic censorship,” 
there has been a growing ten- 
dency among: government of- 
ficials to conceal information 
to which the public is entitled. 

This “silent curtain,” he de- 
clared, is as dangerous to the 
American way of life as the 
“iron curtain.” 

Symington spoke at a din- 
ner meeting honoring M. L. 
White and Robert M. White II, 
publishers of the Mexico Ledger. 
The dinner was given by the 
Mexico Chamber of Commerce 
in observance of the one-

hundredth anniversary of the 


founding of the newspaper. 
Cites Wartime Practices. 

The Missouri Senator pointed 
out that during the last war it 
Was necessary, 
of national security, to with- 
hold certain information which 
might have aided the enemy: 

“Today many top administra- 
tive appointees have come to 
Washington from business,” he 
said, “and some of them appar- 
ently believe the Federal Gov- 
ernment is just another big 
business corporation, which 
therefore gives them the right 
to tell their stockholders—the 
citizens—only those facts they 
care to release.” 

When public officials refuse 
to talk to reporters, or withhold | 
information or issue misleading 
statements of partial truth, they 
are excluding the public as well 
as the press from the facts. 
Symington said. 

He charged the Atomic Ener- 
gv Commission failed to give 
the public all the facts concern- 
ing the fall-out effects learned 
from the Bikini H-bomb tests, 
and that the United States De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare said little when the 
public was demanding informa- 
tion on the difficulties of manu- 
facturing Salk polio vaccine. 

Lists Jet ‘Fiasco.’ 

He said the “fiasco” involving 
the jet engines supplied to Mc- 
Donnell Aircraft Corp. in St. 
Louis had been “successfully 
withheld from the public over 
a long period.” 

Symington declared this 
“silent curtain” has grown 
rapidly in recent years under 
administrative orders. | 

“It is the result of bureau- | 
cratic censorship, an increasing 
tendency to hide from the 
‘American people facts they 
;$hould know about our nation’s 
irelative military strength, about 
; governmental operations, about 
‘waste and errors.” 

He praised the Mexico Ledger 
‘as “one of the truly great small 
‘city newspapers of America,”

Humphrey ts scheduled to 
arrive by plane from Washing- 
| ton for the second Eisenhower 
| meeting with a Cabinet officer 
| Since the Chief Executive suf- 
fered a heart attack. The first 
policy conference was with Sec- 
| retary of State John Foster 
Dulles Tuesday. 

Hagerty said the President's 
| physicians decided to permit 
the meeting with Humphrey af- 
ter finding that the conference 
with Dulles proved to be a mo- 
_rale booster and had no harm- 
ful effects from a medical 
standpoint. 

Birthday Tomorrow. 
Mr. Eisenhower, who will be 
65 years old’ tomorrow, asked 
the doctors that he be permitted 
to consult with Humphrey, 
Hagerty reported. The press 
secretary added that Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell Jr.. 
and “‘quite a few other people” 
in high government positions 
probably will be arriving at 
Fitzsimons Army hospital in 
the next two or three weeks 
for conferences with the Pres- 
ident. 


Humphrey will be a business 
and not a social conference, so 
it seemed likely that budget 
| matters would come up. 
On Sept. 29, five days after 
the President suffered a coro- 
nary thrombosis, Secretary of 
Defense Charles E. Wilson an- 
nounced that his department 
» would be unable to come up 
this fiscal year, ending June 
30, with the one billion dollars 
in savings which Humphrey had 
hoped would be forthcoming to 
balance the budget. 
Prospective Deficit. 
The prospective deficit for 
this fiscal year thus remains at 
about $1,750,000,000. 
The doctors have decreed 
that Mr. Eisenhower will have 
to remain in the hospital until 
about Nov. 5 or possibly a week 
longer until Nov. 12. But they 
also have agreed that—barring 
complications — the President 
progressively can handle more 
and more Government business 
from his bed at Fitzsimons. 

This morning’s report from 
_the Eisenhower doctors contin- 
ued to reflect progress. It said: 
| “The President had an ex- 
cellent night's sleep of almost 
' nine hours. He awoke refreshed 
|and is in a happy mood this 
morning. His condition con- 
tinues to progress satisfactor- 
|ily without complications.” 
| Indieations were the Presi- 
dent would spend a quiet day 
today and quite likely tomor- 
row in advance of the confer- 
ence with Humphrey. Mr. Eis- 
enhower'’s top aid, Sherman 
Adams, left Denver today for a 
| Cabinet meeting in Washington 
tomorrow—and it is Adams who 
presents official papers to the 
Chief Executive for action. 

The presidential deputy is 
scheduled to return to the 
Denver White House Saturday, 
accompanied by Humphrey 

The President's youngest 
brother, Dr. Milton S. Eisen- 
hower, returned to Washington 
with Adams. 

Milton, president of Pennsy]- 
vania State College and some- 
times mentioned as a possible 
Republican candidate for the 
White House in 1956, flew here 
from the East yesterday and 
had lunch and another brief 
visit with the Chief Executive. 
| The general feeling here still 
is that the President, in view 
of his heart attack, will not con- 
sider- running for re-election. 
Hagerty said, however, that the 
luncheon get-together of the 
brothers was strictly social with 
“no politics at all” discussed

D’Ewart was sworn in the next 
day. Mr. Eisenhower would be 
acting in accord with precedent 
if he followed through and 


nominated the former Republi- 
can congressman for a perma- 
nent assignment, but there is 
no assurance this will be done. 

If it is, D’Ewart will be at- 


tacked for his sponsorship of the 
1953 grazing bill’ which some 


persons characterized as a land 
grab, and for the type of cam- 
paign Republicans conducted in 
1954 when D’Ewart tried un- 


‘successfully to unseat the vet- 


eran Democrat, Senator James 
E. Murray. 
Murray Is ‘Appalled.’ 

Murray said in a statement 
he was “appalled” by the 
D’Ewart appointment and that 
confirmation of D’Ewart would 
“spell disaster for the public 
domain and the sound utiliza- 
tion of this nation’s natural re- 
sources.” Senator Richard L. 
Neuberger (Dem.), Oregon, said 
he also was opposed to 
D’Ewart’s confirmation and it 
is understood Murray is seeking 
to line up other Senators and 
members of conservation organ- 
izations in opposition to 
D’Ewart. 

Conservationists took the lead 
in fighting and defeating the 
grazing bill, which they said 
would have given western cat- 
tlemen permanent grazing rights 
on the public domain. 

Since early this year D'Ewart 
has been acting as a special as- 
sistant to Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Ezra Taft Benson. There 
are reports he had prepared a 
new grazing bill for which he 

| was seeking Administration ap- 
| proval. This proposal is said to 
| have reached the desk of Sher- 
| man Adams, the assistant to the 
| President, but to have gone no 
farther. 

In the Interior Department 
D'Ewart replaced Orme Lewis, 
' who resigned to return to pri- 
'vate law practice in Arizona, 
but possible reasons for the 
shift of D’'Ewart from Agricul- 
ture to Interior were not clear, 

Political Factor. 

D'Ewart reportedly has been 
considering running for gover- 
nor of Montana next year, and 
if he should, a connection with 
the Department of Agriculture 
might be a handicap in view of 
farm discontent.

Warning to Arabs. 

United States diplomats were 
reported urging governments to 
beware of Soviet trade or aid 
missions, technical personnel 
accompanying weapons and in- 
filtrations of various kinds. 

Returning from Cairo yester- 
day, Egyptian Ambassador Ah- 
med Hussein declared his coun- 
try has no intention of allowing 
itself to be infiltrated by any 
foreign power.

‘AERIAL TRAMWAY’ STUDIED 
BY ARMY FOR LANDINGS 


BOSTON, Oct. 13 (AP)—Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor said today 
that in an atomic war, big ports 
like those used in past wars 
may be useless because they 
are prime targets for nuclear 
attack 

That may mean that -armies 
landing in invisions will have to 


depend on “mobile ports able 
to substitute for conventional 
ports” and over-the- beach 
landings, he said 

Then, in an address to the 
National Defense Transporta- 
tion Association, the Army 


Chief of Staff disclosed that 
among other things the Army is 
“exploring the aerial tramway,” 
a device like a ski-tow, for pos- 
sible use in getting equipment 
across a beach. 

Several types are under test 
now, Taylor said, including a 
4500-foot long tramway, sus- 
pended from 75-foot towers. He 
did not go into details.

BERLIN, Oct. 13 (AP)— 
George Kennan, former United 
States ambassador to Moscow, 
said yesterday he believes a

but he warned against being 
trapped by the Soviet “new 
look.” 

“I think we should pursue 
the search for such a settle- 
ment,” he declared, “and that 
we should do so with the great- 
est patience and persistence, 
with courage, with imagination, 
and with generosity. 

“But it must not happen 
that a single person who today 
enjoys the advantages of politi- 
cal and intellectual freedom is 
delivered up to the nightmare 
of totalitarian despotism.” 

Kennan made his declarations 
during a Free University lecture 


in memory of West Berlin's late 


mayor, Ernst Reuter.

Air Force Rocket 


Flame-Red ‘C’ in Night Sky 


Makes Giant — 


ALAMOGORDO, N.M., 
13 (AP) —A gigantic flame 
colored “C” in Southwestern 
skies — a letter estimated to 
be 30 miles long — has spelled 
success in the latest Air Force 
upper atmosphere experiment. 

Scientists describe last night's 
test, a sodium emission project, 
as ‘something never before 
seen” and ‘ ‘ a complete success 
scientifically.’

The spectacular orange-red 
plume, was shaped into a “C” 
by winds 40 to 70 miles above 
earth. It was clearly visible 
more than 300 miles away 
shortly after its firing at dusk. 
The star Vega was wrapped in 
its almost exact center. 

The vapor trail, foaming out 
of a special Aerobee rocket 
from two containers of metallic | 
sodium, was visible, according

to the Air Force, for 27 minutes. 

Complete technical results of 
the widely heralded test will not 
be known for “at least two 
weeks and perhaps longer,” said 
John F. Bedinger of the Air 
Force Cambridge Research Cen- 
ter, whose officials worked with 
Holloman Air Development Cen- 
ter personnel in the test. 


The Air Force, in the experi- 
ment, was seeking to determine 
the origin, density, character- 
istics and altitude of natural 
sodium in the atmosphere — 
part of the stuff that makes 
dawns and dusks. 

By pre-arrangement, the me- 
tallic sodium was spewed in 


vapor at 40 miles on the rocket’s ' 


flight upward. It continued un- 
til the rocket reached _approxi- 
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mately 70 miles altitude and 
began to spin to earth. 
Instruments packed into the 
warhead of the rocket fell in 
the vast air research and 
development range north of 
Holloman and recovery parties 
started after them early today. 


This was the second of a 
series of sodium tests. The 
first in January failed when the 
second container of sodium 
failed to ignite. Slightly more 
than ‘four pounds of metallic 
sodium—packed into specially 
designed containers and with 
special thermite firing devices 
—were used last night. 

Bedinger said results of the 
study will be extremely valuable

Mr. Macfadden said he was 
broke and that he gave all his 
money to a health foundation 
bearing his name. He spent 
three days in a Jersey City jail 
last April when unable to raise 
$20,000 bond in his third wife's 
alimony case.

of her claim.

Mr. Macfadden’s body was 
taken from the hospital to a 
New York City funeral home. 
Services will be held Saturday, 
followed by burial in Woodlawn 
Cemetery in that city. 

Took Hikes Barefoot. 

Mr. Macfadden ate spar- 
ingly, slept on the floor, took 
long hikes barefoot, went nude 
much as possible, exercised reg- 
ularly, often stood on his head, 
avoided doctors and eschewed 
medicine, whisky, tobacco and 
white bread. Five or six hours 
of sleep sufficed for him. 

“Three meals a day, regard- 
less of neéd or appetite, are the 
great American sin,” he said. 
He sometimes fasted for as long 
as two weeks and regularly 
went without food one day a 
week. 

It was his theory that “old 
age is just a bad habit” and he 
seenred to vindicate that doc- 
trine by living to a ripe—and 
hearty—old age himself. He 
celebrated his eighty-third 
birthday in 1951 by making a 
2500-foot parachute jump into 
the Hudson river. 

He was born Aug. 16, 1868, 
near Mill Springs, Mo. His 
name originally was Bernard 
McFadden. He altered this later 
to what he considered the more 
striking Bernarr Macfadden. His 
health enthusiasm manifested 
itself when he was a sickly or- 
phan boy apprenticed to an 
Illinois farmer who put most of 
the work on him. 


He was 4 years old when his 


father died—a victim of de- 
lirlum tremens, according to 
Mr. Macfadden—and his mother 
succumbed to tuberculosis four 
years later. Relatives predicted 
that he, too, would die of lung 
trouble. 

He decided that the exercise 
on the farm strengthened him 
and he became interested in 
muscle-building tasks. 

Making his way to St. Louis 
when he was 12, young Mac- 
fadden looked up a relative who 
operated a grocery store and 
went to work as a delivery boy 
It was in St. Louis that he saw 
his first gymnasium. He wanted 
above everything else to join a 
club there, but didn’t have the 
money needed. 

However, he continued his 
health training by getting a 
pair of dumbbells and working 
out with them faithfully. When 
he was 14, he quit his job and 
went on a hobo jaunt. Returning 
after a time to St. Louis, he 
worked at odd jobs and saved 
his money until he had enough 
to join the gymnasium.

He drew a sentence of two years 
and a fine of $2000.

URING the ten days before the German sur- 

render, I had continuous conversations with the 

Cabinet and the Chiefs of Staff on what forces 
and supplies we would send from Europe to the 
Far East. 

At the same time, we had to keep a watchful 
eye on our home economy, and I was having detailed 
plans and studies made on how we could, in an 
orderly way, go from an economy based on military 
requirements to a civilian economy. 

Inflation in other countries had brought disorder and 
tyranny. By curbing inflation in the United States, the 
O.P.A. had kept our country sound and stable. This had a 
not been an easy task.

John L. Lewis Orders Miners to Strike. | 

John L. Lewis, head of the United Mine Workers, for | 
example, disregarding the fact that we were at war, ordered | 
a strike. Here we were in the midst of one of the gravest | 
conflicts in the history of civilization. Men were dying in | 
battle. Our citizens were tightening their belts and making} 
every sacrifice to help save the world from tyraany. Com- | 
promises and adjustments were being made by management 
and labor with a minimum of strife. Most labor unions 
were setting fine examples of give and take, and some had 
assigned their best men to work with the government to 
prevent industrial dislocation. But John L. Lewis, undis- 
turbed by what it would do to the nation, ordered his coal 
miners to strike. This strike appeared all the more in- 
excusable because Lewis seemed more concerned with try- 
ing to browbeat the government and intimidate the Presi- 
dent of the United States than with the welfare of the 
mine workers. He seemed to believe that by using hammer 
and tongs methods he could impress other labor unions and | 
so cause them to turn to him for leadership, if he were 
successful in forcing the government to meet his terms. 

I would not stand for that. A coal strike would seriously 
cripple the war effort, and we could not permit it. For 
Lewis to resort to such action that endangered the na- 
tional security merely to satisfy a personal craving for 
power was downright shame‘ul. 

The crisis had arisen as a result.of a labor dispute be- 
tween the United Mine Workers of America and the anthra- 
cite coal operators. It was clear that the coal produced 
by these mines was essential to the production of war mate- 
rial and for domestic consumption, and the Economic Stabil- 
ization Director, William H. Davis, recommended govern- 
ment seizure of the mines to keep production going. The 
Attorney General and the Secretary of the Interior con- 
curred, as did Fred M. Vinson, head of the Office of War 
Mobilization. On May 28th Hopkins 

I approved the recommendation and issued an executive 
order which directed the Secretary of the Interior, Harold 
Ickes, to take possession of any and all anthracite coal 
mines at which there were interruptions or threatened in- 
terruptions of operations. Actually, this meant that the 
same people continued to do the work but that they were 
now working for the government.

Joseph C. Grew, Acting Secretary of State, came into my 
office after the Cabinet meeting on May 8th and said that 
they had an important order on connection with Lend-Lease 
which President Roosevelt had approved but not signed. 
It was an order authorizing the FEA and the State Depart- 
ment to take joint action to cut back the volume of Lend- 
Lease supplies when Germany surrendered. What they told 
me made good sense to me; with Germany out of the war, 
Lend-Lease should be reduced. They asked me to sign it. 
I reached for my pen, and without reading the document, 
I signed it.

shipments to Russia and to other European nations, even to 
the extent of having some of the ships turned around and 
braught back to American ports for unloading. The British 
were hardest hit but the Russians interpreted the move as 
especially aimed at them. Because we were furnishing Rus- 
‘sia with immense quantities of food, clothing, arms and am- 
unition. this sudden and abrupt interruption of Lend-Lease 
aid naturally stirred up a hornet’s nest in that country. 
The Russians complained about our unfriendly attitude. 
Wé had unwittingly given Stalin a point of contention 
which he would undoubtedly bring up every chance he had. 
Other European governments complained about being cut 
off,too abruptly. The result was that I rescinded the order. 

I think Crowley and Grew taught me this lesson early in 
my administration—that I must always know what is in 
the documents I sign. That experience brought home to 
me not only that I had to know exactly where I was going, 
but also that I had to know that my basic policies were be- 
ing carried out. If I had read the order, as I should have, 
the incident would not have occurred. But the best time 
to learn that lesson was right at the beginning of my 
duties as President. 

Relations With Churchill and Stalin. 

It was inevitable that* Roosevelt's death would raise 
questions about the working relationship between the heads 
of government of Great Britain, Russia and the United 
States. In a number of conferences and frequent meetings, 
a personal knowledge and estimate of each other had grown | 
up between Roosevelt and Churchill and among Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Stalin. It was natural that a new relation- 
ship would have to be established by me and that I would 
have to meet with Churchill and Stalin. But it was impos- 
sible for such a meeting to take place while I was under 
an enormous burden of work, involving so many critical 
decisions. Apart from that,*I wanted to be fully informed 
about the attitudes of Churchill and Stalin and what changes 
the death of Roosevelt may have made in their outlook. 
At the same time I wanted to get word to Churchill and 
Stalin through a trusted representative of Roosevelt that 
there had been no change in the basic policies of the United 
States. 

On May 4th I saw Hopkins again, for the first time 
since our return from Hyde Park and the graveside of 
President Roosevelt. As I shook hands with Hopkins, I saw 
that he was still a sick man. But Hopkins was a man of 
courage, and since I was disturbed at the trend of Russian 
developments, especially since my meeting with Molotov, 
I presumed again to raise the subject of his undertaking 
a mission to Stalin.

‘All know what a stinky mess a com- 
munity can be in with faulty sewers 
or no sewers.

Experienced land spec- 
ulators and most economic advisers 
to government know this: and that’s 
no doubt why they prefer the “fee” 
system.

land who get a permanent increase 
in land value by reason of these sew- 
ers get this “something for nothing” 
deal?

Webster Groves. 
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Into the Third Day 


Now that the St. Louis mass transportation 
breakdown has gone into its third day, it is time 
to summarize the situation as it affects the pub- 
lic, the St. Louis Public Service Co. and its 
striking employes. This is the situation in a 
nutshell: | 

1..The union asked for a substantial increase 
in wages. After long negotiations, the differing 
positions were put before a three-man mediation 
panel. Two members of the panel, the company 
member and the public or neutral member who 
served as chairman (Prof. Wayne L. Townsend, 
Washington University law professor), recom- 
mended a three-step increase totaling 12 cents an 
hour. The employe member dissented on the 
grounds that the award was not large enough. 

2. The employes stopped operating the com- 
pany’s busses and streetcars. Thereupon Gov. 
Donnelly almost immediately applied the King- 
Thompson law which provides for severe penal- 
ties for the union and union officials who partici- 
pate in a strike after the penalty provisions are 
put in force.., 

3. Union officials protested against applica- 
tion of the King-Thompson law but recom- 
mended that the employes go back to work in 
accordance with the law’s provisions. Gov. 
Donnelly further entered into the controversy 
by arranging for Attorney General Dalton to 
meet with the disputing parties in St. Louis. 

4. The employes, voting almost unanimously, 
rejected the recommendation to return to work. 
After fruitless conferences, Attorney General 
Dalton departed from St. Louls. The strike 
turned into a stalemate as the employes put 
themselves in the position of defying the Mis- 
souri law and making themselves liable to its 
penalties. 

Thus the central issue is no longer the fair- 
ness of the wage award—and for the sake of 
argument the recommended increase might just 
as well be considered too low as too high. The 
issue now is the application of the statute which 
the elected legislators of Missouri duly passed 
and the Governor signed into law. 

Sooner or later the employes will decide to go 
back to work while their side of the dispute is 
further considered under the provisions of the 
King-Thompson law. The longer they delay the 
more everyone suffers—themselves, the com- 
pany’s business, the victimized community. 

The plain fact is that the metropolitan mass 
transportation industry is a sick one, as the ex- 
tracts from the mediation chairman's recom- 
mendations, printed in today’s Mirror of Pub- 
lic Opinion, make very clear. This illness is 
only aggravated by strikes against the public 
convenience, 

In fairness to themselves as well as to the 
patrons who support both company and workers, 
the employes ought quickly to reconsider their 
defiance of the authority of Missouri. Until they 
do they are law breakers. 
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, Up Together! 

Frank Lane’s first move for the Cardinals is 
a classic of ambidexterity. On the one hand he 
brings in American Leaguer Freddie Hutchin- 
son as field manager, and on the other he and 
his manager hand the fans, who don’t always 
go for outsiders, two well credentialed Cardinals 
—Terry Mcore and Johnny Hopp—as coaches. 

The engaging Mr. Lane put it frankly: His 
own eggs being in the field manager's basket, 
he had to pick somebody in whom he had com- 
plete confidence. Nobody will say nay to that, 
and everybody will wish Mr. Hutchinson the best. 
In this most dismal year of many, the Cardinals 
won 68 games and lost 86. In 1954, Mr. Hutch- 
inson’s best year at Detroit, the Tigers made 
precisely the same record. He and the Cardinals 
can rise together. We hope to see them do just 
that! 


— 
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Who Pulls the Strings? 

Who is behind the campaign to repeal the 
fluoridation ordinance? Eighteen Democratic al- 
dermen have been persuaded to sponsor the 
repealer, some perhaps without realizing what 
they were doing. But the people of St. Louis 
have a right to know who is putting on the pres- 
sure to kill this safe and effective method of 
attacking dental decay in their. children—and 
why. 

It is easy to learn who is for fluoridation. The 
list includes all important medical and dental 
groups in the country, including the United 
States Public Health Service, the American 
Medical Association, the American Dental Asso- 
ciation, and so on. A committee of prominent 
physicians and dentists recommended it here. 

The scientific community being overwhelming- 
ly behind fluoridation, what experts do the op- 
ponents muster? In other cities, the anti-fluorida- 
tionists have distributed literature by a “Dr.” E. 
H. Bronner, a “Dr.” Royal Lee and the “Citizens 
Medical Reference Bureau,” among others. 

Vic Reinemer, writing in The Reporter maga- 
zine, pointed out that “Dr.” Bronner is a Los 
Angeles chemist who manufactures a salt he 
claims is superior to fluoridated water. The Clin- 
ton (Ia.) Herald reported he had been com- 
mitted to the Elgin, Ill., state hospital for the 
mentally ill in March 1946 and escaped in 1947. 

Reinemer reports that “Dr.” Lee is a vitamin- 
products jobber who opposes the use of alumi- 
num pans for cooking, and that he was convicted 
in federal court in Milwaukee for misbranding 
one of his products “which*he claimed would 
cure 41 diseases and conditions including goiter, 
Bright's disease, whooping cough, dropsy, cystis, 
“weakness in hot weather,’ and falling hair.” ° 

The Citizens Medical Reference Bureau, Reine- 
mer found, has been using the same arguments 
against fluoridation it used against vaccina- 
tion in the 1920s. It is reported to be financed 
by anti-vivisectionists and by those who oppose 
chlorination of water. 

Democratic Alderman Niemeyer is talking in 
terms of referendum. . This is the classic ap 
proach of the special-interest boys. It is based 
on the premise that officials like the aldermen 
can be frightened out of making their own de- 
cision. A referendum is clearly unnecessary. 

More than half the 29 aldermen are now re- 
ported to be undecided on how they will vote on 
the repealer. The list includes a substantial num- 
ber of those who originally permitted use of 
their name on the repealer. One or two of them, 
of course, may be representing an industrial 
user of water who puts his product first. 


We like to believe that most of the alder- 
men are reasonable men who may have been 
blinded temporarily by the wild claims of the 
unscrupulous, In any event, they can show that 
they put the welfare of the children ahead of 
the emotional outbursts of a few crackpots by 
throwing their weight against the repeal measure. 
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.A Better Climate for Talks 


No spectacular results came out of the five 
weeks of disarmament talks in the United Na- 
tions subcommittee, which have now been re- 
cessed until after the foreign ministers’ confer- 
ence at Geneva. 

Presidential Adviser Harold E. Stassen was 
right, however, in reporting “a real improvement 


in the climate of discussion.”’ The discussion this 


time was serious end responsible—an exchange 
not merely of propaganda claims and charges, 
but of ideas. Since sudden sensational agree- 
ments were not to be expected, this improved 
climate alone marks a worth-while gain to report 
to the Big Four foreign ministers when they dis- 
cuss the subject at their forthcoming conference. 

At the closing subcommittee session Mr. Stas- 
sen made the interesting announcement that 
eight industrial, scientific and military: leaders 
have been appointed to lead a broad reappraisal 
of American policy on disarmament inspection. 

It does not sound as if Mr. Stassen has in mind 
the “crash program” which some atomic scien- 
tists have urged—that is, an all-out endeavor to 
achieve a quick solution of the problem of safe- 
guarded and foolproof atomic inspectien. But he 
has evidently moved to answer those who charge 
that the United States, while keenly aware of 
the technical barriers to effective inspection, has 
not been doing enough to try to remove those 
barriers. 

So.what Mr. Stassen calls “the most compe- 
tent authorities in American life” are to make 
a detailed, fundamental study of all aspects of 
a disarmament inspection system — Ernest O. 
Lawrenee heading the nuclear branch, Gen. 
James Doolittle the aerial inspection branch, 
Benjamin Fairless the steel branch, and so on. 
Remembering that the Baruch plan came out 
of just such a systematic study of the atomic 
disarmament problem, let us hope that this new 
enterprise may produce an equally significant 
contribution adapted to the new circumstances 
in which the world finds itself. 
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Why the. Parade Was Rained Out 


As the American Legion convention in Miami 
has just told the legal profession which lawyers 
ought to be kicked out, perhaps it will not be 
amiss to give the Legion a little free advice. 

When the Legion appoints a special committee 
and asks it to make a study of the controversy 
over the United Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization, the rest of us nat- 
urally expect the Legion to pay some attention 
to the report. When the committee does report 
and gives UNESCO a clean bill of health, we 
take it for granted that the Legion will stamp 
its imprimatur on the findings. 

But when the Legion does just the opposite 
—when it ignores the special committee of its 
own members, when it throws their report in 
the ashcan and formally calls on the United 
States to get out of UNESCO, well, then any- 
thing just might happen. And it did. 

The skies which had not released a drop of 
rain on Miami since early July opened up. The 
Legion parade was first postponed until night- 
fall and then was drenched when it tried to 
resume. Costly floats were ruined, bands were 
routed and fancy coiffures of drum majorettes 
became unsightly strings. It just proves there Is 
such a thing as going too far! 
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The First Proposition 

Eight bond propositions are ready for St 
Louis county voters on Nov. 22, by ordinance 
of the County Council. While all eight deserve 
and will receive thorough consideration, the first 
proposition is first in value received 

Proposition 1 is for expressways. It calls for 
issuance of $8,500,000 in bonds, to pay for the 
county’s share of the cost of rights-of-way for 
three radial expressways and an outer belt 
highway. 

For this expenditure, the county would receive 
$45,000,000 worth of needed highway construc- 
tion from state and federal funds. That is a 
5-to-1 return on the county’s investment. County 
motorists would be able to use an urban ex- 
pressway network in city.and county whose total 
value would exceed $80.000.000. That is a 10-to-1 
return, The return in terms of reduced traffic 
hazards and time and gasoline saved cannot be 
measured at all 

If a special urgency attaches to Proposition 1, 
it is simply because urgency has been created 
year by year in delay after delay. The St. Louis 
area has talked expressway for 20 years. The 
state has been in a position to offer construction 
for five years. But no concrete has been laid 
for expressways in St. Louis county. 

All along the biggest road block has been 
local opposition to the Daniel Boone Expressway 
route chosen by professional engineers. That 
opposition now seems to have vanished some- 
where in the county’s determined approach to a 
civic improvement bond program. 

In Jefferson City, the State Highway Commis- 
sion has just approved a final agreement with 
the county for a Boone Expressway through 
Richmond Heights. Officials already are negoti- 
ating for rights-of-way. And that settles that. 

A YES vote for Proposition 1 is all that is 
heeded now to start work on expressways in 
St. Louis county. 


Another Inch in Peiping 

An announcement by Peiping radio suggests 
that Red China has inched forward again in the 
painfully slow fulfillment of its pledge to release 
Americans who want to come home. 

The Communists now say that all of 66 Amer- 
icans except 19 accused of crimes are free to 
leave immediately, and that the cases of the 19 
are being reviewed. When actions make good 
these words, the Peiping regime's promise to 
free 22 Americans not actused of crimes will 
have been kept, although it is still possible that 
the Communists will try to use the alleged crim- 
inal cases fo; trading purposes. 

A week ago Secretary Dulles was asked by 
reporters whether there was any chance that 
Red China would renege on its prisoner com- 
mitment. He replied that such a chance always 
existed, but that “we are still holding to the 
belief that the Chinese Communists will carry 
out their agreement.” 

The event seems to be justifying his patience. 
Certainly patience to an extraordinary degree 
is required in dealing with the Chinese Com- 
munists. Yet agreements can be reached, how- 
ever slowly, when the Communists have an 
interest in reaching them. Let us hope that the 
prisoner negotiation opens the door to further 
efforts to settle outstanding issues in the Far 
East,

The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


This is key to recommendations by chairman of state mediation 
panel in St. Louis transit dispute; higher fares resulting from 
higher costs might jeopardize enterprise, he holds; finds that pro 
} posed wage rate would be within range of comparable systems. 


Excerpts from Report by Wayne L. Townsend, Washington University 


w Professor, Chairman, State Mediation 


One of the most impressive facts 
emerging from this proceeding is that 
we are dealing with a sick industry. 
The evidence presented to us very well 
attests thereto. 


The patronage of the public is ¢e- 
clining radically—and has been doing 
so for some time—while costs mount 
steadily. The daily press informs of 
the situation—“Michnigan City Bus Op- 
eration Ceases,” “Cleveland Transit Re- 
turns Disappointing,” and a recent re- 
port of the U 
News and World Re- 
port depicts the 
predicament of the 
local transit indus- 
try of the United 
States caught be- 
tween the two 
forces, each apply- 
ing ever increasing 
pressure. 


Any observer of 
the national scene 
readily detect 
automobile as 
the chief villain of 
the piece. Without 
the increased use of 
that instrument of individual transpor- 
tation. the transit industry might have 
retained the custom which it had in the 
prewar years and, with the growth of 
population, have increased it. But the 
postwar crowding of streets and high- 
ways gives clear evidence of the shift 
in the daily habits of a large part of 
the public. 


Portent of Things to Come 


More recently, the increased produc- 
tion of the motor car industry and high- 
pressure salesmanship have given mo- 
mentum to that movement and consti- 
tute a portent of things to come. De- 
centralization, aided and abetted by the 
motor car, is all a part of the same 
piece. The record of the patronage of 
local transit companies raises serious 
questions as to how long and to what 
minima the decline will extend. 


Any continuance of that decline— 
and particularly any accelegation there- 
of—will seriously jeopardize the posi- 
tion of an enterprise upon whose exist- 
ence as a going industry the present 
livelihoods of 2465 persons involved in 
this proceeding and their families de- 
pend. 

Lest what has just been said be mis- 
understood, the chairman notes that 
his remarks are directed to the state 
of an industry as a whole without re 
gard to the differing interests of those 
related thereto. In other words, all 
are in the same boat. 


Higher Costs, Higher Fares 


The generally precarious state of that 
industry has led to the introduction of 
various ingenious devices and prac- 
tices, all designed to the purpose and 
with the great hope that they will aid 
in blocking the great slide in patron- 
age. The evidence before us is to the 
effect that such efforts of the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. have not stayed 
the decline. 

In the face of that record any sub- 
stantial increase in costs can be met, 
~ we are told, only through the fare- 

x. ; 

That brings the chairman to the state- 
ment of another factor which may be

er the fare structure is already at the 
point of diminishing returns. 


Basic Wage Rates 


(Chairman Townsend, supported by 
the company representative on the 
panel and opposed by the union repre- 
sentative, recommended an increase 
of 3 cents an hour as of March 1, 
1955, 5 cents as‘of Jan. 1, 1956, and 
4 cents as of Aug. 1, 1956. His ezx- 
planation follows in part.) 


As far as the chairman has been able 
to fathom—after listening to many days 
of testimony and argument, after exam- 
ination and minute study of reams of 
statistical data, there are no celestial 
guideposts for the course of wage de- 
termination. Nor is there precise scien- 
tific method for the determination of 
a just wage. 


Wages vs. Ability to Pav 


A wage level substantially above the 
minimal is necessary to give statisfac- 
tion to living, to supply the fundamental 
physical components of the good life. 
How high this level must be is a 
matter not susceptible of mathematical 
determination. It must be determined 
as a matter of community ethics. 


But from this point on, wage rates 
may without violation of ethical prin- 
ciple be subjected to the influence of 
the market in a myriad of phases— 
labor supply, productivity of enter- 
prise, etc. 

Above this stage one may properly 
take into consideration certain factors 
urged upon us in this proceeding. The 
first is ability to pay. 

Secondly the conditions of the mar- 
ket place furnish another factor—name- 
ly, the prevailing wage rates of the time. 
Management must expect to take that 
factor into consideration just as it takes 
into consideration the going prices for 
other elements of its costs. 

The parties here have urged upon 
us their respective contentions as to 
the proper standards by which to ap- 
praise the existing St. Louis operators’ 
rates. The union would have us con- 
fine our attention to the wage rates 
of systems both public and private in 
communities of 1,000,000 population or 
more. The company would broaden the 
scope of inquiry: It says that we should 
compare its rates with those prevailing 
on privately-owned systems serving pop- 
ulations of 500,000 or more. 


Other Systems Compared 


Nothing has developed during this 
proceeding which causes the chairman 
to believe that either standard of com- 
p n is determinative. Each is in- 

uential. 

The wage rate proposed in this recom- 
mendation would bring the St. Louis 
rate above the average of the rates of 
those companies with which the com- 
pany asks us to make comparison. Like- 
wise it would b the St. Louis rate 
within two cents the average of the 
rates of those systems with which the 
union invites comparison, including five 
large publicly owned systems to whose 
inclusion the company objects in any 


case. 

If the publicly owned systems are ex- 
cluded, the pro St. Louis rate 
slightly exceeds the average of the other 
systems on the union list. . . . It is 
lieved that the rates herein recom- 
mended will bring the St. Louis situa- 
jon well within the general range of 
those systems which can reasonably be 
considered as comparable.

G2 Was Stymied 
NOT THE GLORY, by Pierre Boulle. 

256 pgs, $3.50.) 

One of the most entertaining novels 
published last year was Pierre Boule's 
“The Bridge Over the River Kwai,” 
about a blimpish colonel of the British 
Army who was captured by the Japa- 
nese after the fall of Singapore. In 
“Not the Glory,” French novelist Boulle 
continues his slyly ironic examination 
of the British national character, but 
this time turns to the English at home 
during World War II, and again proves 
that he is an extremely skillful and 
witty writer without apparently trying 
to be. 

Sir Wallace Goodfellow, a counter-in- 
telligence official, is the Colonel Nichol- 
son of this story, and he is deeply sus- 
picious of William Conrad, a young 
European refugee 
who has not had 
“the good fortune 
to be born a British 
subject.” Conrad is 
the enigmatic cen- 
tral figure of the

novel. Supposedly 
of Polish origin, he 
came to England 


before the war, as- 
sumed British citi- 
zenship and has en- 
joyed a brilliant 
success aS a jour- 
nalist. 


When Britain 


goes to war, Con- 
rad volunteers and after earning a com- 
mission in a training school, distin- 


guishes himself in action against the 
Germans, wins the Military Cross, and 
is discharged from the service after 
Dunkirk as a result of wounds received 
in Fjanders. His exemplary combat 
record is hardly anything but that of a 
loyal, devoted subject of the Crown, 
yet Sir Wallace is convinced that Con- 
rad is a secret Nazi agent. 


After his discharge, Conrad returns 
to his career as an influential journal- 
ist and soon is entrusted with mapping 
out a propaganda campaign for a min- 
istry of the Cabinet. The more faithful 
and effective his services are, the more 
convinced Sir Wallace is of Conrad's 
perfidy. 

Until the whole matter is cleared up 
in the final chapter, the apparent para- 
dox between William Conrad's behavior 
and the counter-intelligence estimate of 
him tantalizes Sir Wallace to the point 
of distraction. 


This is a calm, speculative novel with- 
out a great deal of action or incident in 
it. Yet it is taut with cool suspense 
as to just what Mr. Conrad's game 
really is. Not a word is wasted In any 
of Mr. Boulle’s characterizations and 
his droll observations carry a lot of 
meaning while leaving much unsaid. 
It is a mark of his ability as a writer 
that he is able to poke fun at British 
foibles and still convey his sincere ad- 
miration for the British and their in- 
stitutions while telling a good story.

Urgency of Getting Russian Action. 


As our forces in the Pacific were pushing ahead, paying a 
heavy toll in lives, the urgency of getting Russia into the war 
became more compelling. Russia’s entry into the war would 
mean the saving of hundreds of thousands of American cas- 
ualties. 

That was one of the compelling reasons that would take 
me out of the country to a meeting with Stalin and Churchill. 
And this was why we were urging the Chinese and the Russians 
to conclude an accord on the basis of the Roosevelt, Churchill 
and Stalin agreement at Yalta. 

In preparation for the conference with Churchill and Stalin 
I was going over in my mind the purposes for which I was travel- 
ing to Potsdam. Of course, my immediate purpose was to get the 
Russians into the war against Japan as soon as possible, but my 
main objective was to come out with a working relationship to 
prevent another world catastrophy. I was thinking of our expe- 
rience at the close of the first World War. At that time Presi- 
dent Wilson tried to work out a way to prevent another world 
war. He was the most popular man in the history of the coun- 
try at the time he went to Europe and when he came back. But, 
unfortunately, there were men in Congress who, jealous of 
Wilson's popularity, began to undermine his efforts. In a way 
he aided his opponents, for he took none of the leaders in the 
Senate into his confidence. Instead, he waited until he came back 
with the treaty and then, with too little regard for the feeling 


'on Capitol Hill, presented it to the Congress. It was my opinion 


that if President Wilson had had the leaders of the Congress in 
his confidence all the time and had trusted them, he would not 
have been defeated on the League of Nations. The fact was 
that he did not like many of them, and very few were his close 
personal friends. 

I had made up my mind to work in close cooperation with 
Congress and, in the working out of a settlement of World War 


II, to avoid the mistakes which had led to the disillusionment of | 


the American people. There was one pitfall I intended to avoid. 
We did not intend to pay, under any circumstances, the repara- 
tions bill for Europe. We wanted a European recovery plan that 
would put Europe on its feet. We did not intend to send billions 
of dollars to Russia just because there was no possible way for 
Germany to pay vast reparations—although morally she should 
have been made to pay. 

I was trying to profit by the mistakes of Woodrow Wilson 
as well as by those of Jefferson Davis and Abraham Lincoln. I 
hoped that we would come out of this war with a going world 


organization for peace and, at the same time, that we could get | 


our friends and allies back on their economic feet.

To Squabble

O YOU have two or more 

children in your familly who 

occasionally or even fre- 
quently, get into rows? Well, 
that’s normal. It’s even good 
for them. Noisy and annoying 
as it may seem, it’s still good 
for everybody concerned and 
Mrs. N. has nothing to worry 
about. But she is worrying, and 
she writes: 

“We had a terrible time this 
summer when our three chil- 
dren were out of school—there 
wasn't a day that we didn't have 
a battle among them. I don’t 
like to think I am bringin 
them up to be fighters; but how 
can a parent prevent this?”

YOU CAN’T, Mrs. N. — at 
least, you can’t do it safely. 
A certain amount of conflict is 
not only inévitable, but also de- 
sirable. Sometimes you see a 
home in which the, children 
have been whipped and cowed 
into submissiveness, but they 
won't be the better for it in the 
future. Children should cer- 
tainly not be allowed to hurt 
one another or become de- 
structive, but parents should 
not take a reasonable amount 
of conflict too seriously. A 
French psychologist, Maurice 
Porot, has emphasized this fact 
persuasively in a book recently 
published in Paris. 


The child has to learn how to 
hold his own in competition, 
Dr. Porot reminds us. He can't 
very well do this against his 
parents—they are too strong 
for him. He can't do it against 
society as a whole—he then be- 
comes. a juvenile deliquent. 
“His brothers and sisters are 
the only ones who represent 
useful partners from whom he 
can learn how t get along in 
the world.” With them, he 
learns how to hold his own 
against the stronger, how to 
avoid imposing on the weaker.

I have 
believed that contact with another club member’s infection 
would invite the disease. Recently, I read an article by 
Rudolf L. Baer, M.D., and his associates of New York Uni- 
versity, which indicates this may not be true. 

They write: “Acute fungus infections of the feet are 
commonly believed to be freshly acquired infections con- 
tracted directly from infected persons or indirectly from 
contaminated objects. Shower rooms, swimming pools, 
carpets, slippers and towels are considered frequent sources 
of the fungus infections. However, evidence to support this 
theory is weak.”

THEY OBSERVED 45 normal persons who were experi- 
mentally exposed to masses of pathogenic fungi in foot 
baths. At the end of six weeks no trace of active disease 
was observed in any of these people. The doctors believe 
that active fungus disease like athlete's foot, for instance, 
comes because of lowered skin resistance. In fact, they 
think that skin resistance is lowered by the use of chem- 
icals in foot baths to forestall infection. 

Careful foot hygiene is important. Use nonalkaline, 
Soapless detergents for washing feét. If there is already | 
maceration of skin between your toes, use a foot powder 
(anti-fungus) and insert lamb’s wool between the web of

F you've ever had any experi- 
J ence in patching flaws in 

wood you've probably also 
had some experience in trying 
to get the patch to match the 
finish on the wood. You've 
probably found that it’s a good 
deal easier to patch than to fin- 
ish the patch. 

Most of the materials used 
for patching wood don't take 
very well to the stains used for 
finishing wood and this makes 
life complicated. When you 
have to patch the wood of a 
piece of furniture that has a 
finish on it, your best bet is to 


— 


try to get the patch to the cor- | 


rect color before it is applied. 
Stick shellac, for example, 
-comes in a variety of colors and 
it's usually possible to get some 
that pretty well matches the 
finish on the wood. Stick shel- 
lac, as you recall, is applied by

melting some off on a warm | 


knife blade and then working 
it in while it's still warm and 
soft. Plastic wood, which is also 
a good material for patching 
can be obtained in several col- 
ors and it can also be tinted by 
edding colors in oil.‘ This must 
be done before it is applied. 

When unfinished wood must 
be patched, it’s best to stain the 
wood before patching. After the 
stain is dry, fill the holes par- 
tially with plastic wood and 
then apply stick shellac over 
this that matches the color of 
the stain. 

Of course, 
painted, you dont have to be so 
fussy. You simply apply the 
plastic wood, sand it smooth 
when dry and then pairt over 
it.

The question of party reg- 
ularity is one which, at regis- 
tration time and at other peri- 
ods, comes up in the thoughts 
of a great many citizens.

I asked her, however, how 
she felt about the Democratic 
candidates for president as they 
lined up now in view of the 
President's illness. I had felt 
when we thought the run prob- 
ably would be made against 
President Eisenhower that Adlai

only who might win. 

Of course, since the Pres- 
ident’s illness a number of 
other people are working for 
the nomination and, quite nat- 
urally, political bosses’ in 
various places would like to feel

I still feel that no matter 
who runs on the the Republi- 
can ticket my reasons for backs 
ing Adlai Stevenson are valid.

Visit Home for St. Louis-Born Pianis 


Rene Wiegert, Here With James Melton, Got His Start at Webster High

HE figure eight may be a 
graceful maneuver, but Rene 
Wiegert is of the opinion 
that when you're skating on thin 
financial ice there's nothing like 
a good, dependable three. 

“My two roommates (Cellist 
Andrew Salvo and Violinist 
Jascha Tetewski) and I were 
always short of cash while at- 
tending the Julliard School of 
Music,” explains the St. Louis- 
born pianist. “The three of us 
were also among 60 members 
of a compulsory chamber music 
class, but a class that large 
wasn't doing any of us much 
good.” 

As a result the aforemen- 
tioned trio put its musical heads 
together and came up with a 
mellow-sounding idea. They de- 
cided to earn while learning and 
formed their own string ensem- 
ble, which played weekend 
chamber music dates in and 
around the New York City area. 
The money the group earned 
helped pay the rent, tuition and 
other assorted  student-type 
bills. 

But this wasn’t all. The com- 
bined resources of the three 
roommates added up to the 
pleasant fact that they could 
afford something resembling a 
“school away from school.” So 
they hired a tutor for private 
chamber music instructions, 
keeping the number of pupils 
down to a comfortable three. 

“In all, I had two wonderful 
years at Julliard,” recalls Wie- 
gert, who is appearing with 
James Melton in “Words and 
Music” at the American Theater 
this week. 

Wiegert, a 1947 graduate of 
Webster High, was first cellist 
and president of the school’s 
orchestra.

OST of us have an immense 
curiosity about human na- 
ture.

As to the first, one’s experi- 
ence is valuable only if one is 
able to interpret it correctly. As 
for the psychologists, they dif- 
fer so much from one another, 
and from one decade to an- 
other that they speak with no 
clear voice. Biography, like ex- 
perience, depends upon inter- 
pretation. Only the work of art 
is completely trustworthy, for 
there the artist is the interpre- 
ter; it is akin to revelation. 

However, there is no reason 
why one may not draw upon 
all four sources of information; 
compare them and combine 
them. One takes a statement 
made by a _ psychologist 
textbook, tests it by one’s ex- 


perience and observation, | 
memory for ana- | 


searches in 
logous cases in literature and 
biography. If it checks at all 


points, one accepts it as a work- | 
ing principle. If it doesn't, one 


holds it in suspension. If it fails 
everywhere, one rejects it as 
unsound.

BUT TODAY I want te write 
about biography as a useful tool, 
far more useful than a case 
history of a living person. A 
biography shows you how the 
story ended, gives you the en- 
tire life line. Furthermore, you 
see it in different lights, from 
different angles. 

Take any character, any peri- 
od of history. Start reading all 
the diaries, letters, memoirs, 
and histories of the period, and 
you will find that you have all 
the pieces of a jigsaw puzzle, 
which patiently fitted together, 
will give you a clear portrait of 
your character, and more ex- 
citement than you have had 
since the World Series. It 
beats a detective story, for you 
are the detective. 

For instance, I don’t expect 
to find,out in my lifetime why 
the King of England gave up 
his throne for Mrs. Simpson. 
But future generations 
know. By the same token, the 
court of Louis XIV couldn't un- 
derstand why the bluestocking 
Madame de Maintenon was nec- 
essary to the king. But when 
you read Saint-Simon, Sevigne, 
Fenelon, La Bruyere, and some 
of the correspondence of the
